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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Claims 12-14* have been canceled as being drawn to the non-elected species, non- 
elected without traverse in the response dated August 20, 2007. 

*It is pointed out by the Examiner that parent claim 34 is not a generic claim 
since it recites the mounting means which can be moved against the force of elasticity in 
a first direction transverse to an axis of rotation of the cylinder, which appears to be a 
Umitation specific to the embodiment of Species I (Figure 1). 

In claim 22, line 2, the term "the pressing force" was deleted and replaced with ~ 
a pressing force— to correct an obvious formality since no pressing force was previously 
recited in the claims.
